Mr. Bhankliu 
slated thnt the Republican convention 
had fnlltid to mako u nomination for die- 
tric.t attorney and had delegated the 
power to fill the vacancy to the county 
contra! committee. 
If tho county clerk 


would exnmiue the certificate ol nomi- 
nation he would find it in regular form. 
Mr. Shanklin next produced a copy of 
that portion of the report of the conven- 
tion's proceedings referring to the nomi- 
nation of n difltrict attorney. It Elbowed 
that Frank 11. Short had first been 
placed in nomination and had declined, 
upon which Stauton L. Carter was ten- 
dered the nomination by acclamation. 
Mr. Carter withdrew In a brief speech. 


Upon this being shown him Mr. Will- 


iams staled that it put the matter in n 
different aspect and declared that the 
certificate and the report of the conven- 
tion did not agree, the former being to 
the effect that no nomination had been 
mode, while the latter showed that a 
nomination had been made. Mr. Shank- 
liu claimed that no iioiniuatiou had bean 
made by the convention and that the 
central committee had a riuht to fill the 
vacancy. He asked what Mr. Williams 
wiia going to do in the jiremiiee. 


Mr. Williams stated that the beat way 


to auttle the mutter would be to man- 
damus h'm, William P. 


"But," Bnid Mr. Shonklin, "by the 


time it ia settled it will he too late to put 
Mr. Church on tho ticket." 


The county clerk statod that he want- 


ed to act fairly in the matter and would 
interpose no delay. 
Ho had only discov- 


ered tho alleged defect in tho cnrtilicate 
of nomination that morning, mid bad im- 
mediately informed tho Republican man- 
agers of it. 


To this Secretary Shnnklin answered 


that E. 8. Van Meter had, nearly thron 
weeks ago, eaid in the dark's ollico h» 
had "ft rod in pickle for Church," and 
that ho read itloud the Inw uu the subject 
of certificates of nominntion. Moreover, 
Van Motor had told n member of the Re- 
publican Central committee of the mat- 
ter, and that ho intended to spring it on 
Ohurch. 


When tho rofusn! of tho county clerk 


to put Firman Church's name on tho 
Republican ticket bouiuuo known there 
wan much indignation among tho Re- 
publicans. 
Thny believe it to bo nn 


ontragpous acheniB fo secure the defeat 
of Mr. Church. The metier has boon 
known at least a week to a considerable 
number of people and thoy wondered 
why tho Democrat a wen) waftlne so long 
before springing it on the public.. Tha 
certificate of nomination was filed a weak 
BUD yesterday and the allowed defect 
could have been discovered then us well 
as 
voBtnrday. 
Tho general 
opinion 


among Republicans seems to be that 
the delay wag intentional and that Ufi 
purpose waa to make it imposible for 
the mutter to bo settled in time for 
Church to bo pluced on tho ticket. 


Tho Democratic bosses are more Bnx- 


ioiis to defeat Ohurch than any other 
man on the Republican ticket, and it 
wns known emnn limn HRO that thoy 
would Btop at nothing to accomplish this.

Church's election all tho eurer. It ifl 
claimed by those who have n right to bj 
considered authorities, that the nomina- 
tion of Ohnrch by the Republicans was 
perfectly regular, and they also question 
the right of County Clerk Williams to sit 
in judgment upon the mutter. They say 
it was not his business to pnea upon tho 
regularity or irregularity ol Church's cer- 
tificate, and that the proper way would 
havo been far some one to mandamus 
the county clerk and compel him to ehow 
cause why he should not refuse to put 
Church's name 
on the 
Republican 


ticket. 


The question hinges on these two 


points: If the convention did make a 
nomination for district attornoy and the 
nomines rea'gned and Ohurch waa sub- 
stituted, the certificate of nomination is 
defective in thnt it does not give the 
name of the person for whom Chnrch 
waa substituted, as required by section 
1102 of the new election law. If no 
nomination was made there could bo no 
vacancy, n vacancy being construed as 
capable of occurring only by resignation 
or death. Such is tho standpoint of tho 
county clerk,
